Derelicts Await Death 


By TOM TIE D E 


NEW YORK (N EA ) — Among 
the tourist, 
“ attractions” 
here 
this summer are the drunken 
men who lie like cordwood on 
the Bowery, babbling, begging 
and dying at the rate of five or 
six a day. 


All day long, sport-shirted vis­ 
itors unload from bus and sub­ 
way to 
hold their 
noses 
with 
one hand and to click their cam­ 
eras with the other. 


“ Hey, looka that one.” 
Click. 
“ They’re so dirty.” 
Click. 
“ Are they dangerous? 
Click. 


The Bowery bums are nothing 
new, but thanks to a new legal 
policy they are more in evidence 
today. Where once policemen 
regularly herded the derelicts 
into jail, they aren't touching 
them now. 


A New York court earlier this 
year ruled that public intoxica­ 


tion is not a just reason for in­ 


carceration. 


The ruling 
was an 
extension 


of the 1962 Supreme Court de­ 
cision (Robinson vs. California) 
that drug addiction is a sickness 
and can’t be considered a crime. 
Sociologists have argued that al­ 
coholism is also a disease and 
therefore equally immune to the 
lock-up.

So the men congregate and do-! 

At sunup they have 
an “ eye-opener,” a 15-cent glass I 
of wine. During morning and

At night they battle each other 
for sidewalk sleeping space. 


“ Most of them are desperate­ 
ly sick,” says Bob Tucker, 36, 
a Bowery Mission worker. “ The 
sauce eats them up. It burns the 
nerves of their brains, it swells 
up their bodies, it makes them 
sterile. You name it . . . they 
have it.” 


Tucker should know. Until he 
entered mission work two years 
ago, he was one of them. A for­ 
mer executive for an employ­ 
ment firm, Tucker threw away 
a $75,000-a-year salary, a wife, 
four children and all respecta­ 
bility to booze.
